CD letter from county 
inaccurate, says HUD

GRANITE CITY — Federal 
officials have ‘‘clarified’’ claims 
by Madison County—officials—in 
proposals made to the Grid 
regarding Granite City’s partici- 
Biba in the county’s Communi- 

Development program. 

The city is considering pullin; 
gut of the county’s program and 
receiving the federal money on 
its own. 

Dick Wilson, a U.S. Housi 
and Urban. Development official 
in Chicago, said in a letter to the 
city that statements made in a 
proposal by the county to the 
city were inaccurate. 

Madison County Community 
Development Program Adminis- 
trator Cheryl Jouett had said in 
the letter that the-city would be 
xpauired by HUD to hire an out- 

agency to provide fair hous- 
ing counseling to residents in 
and outside the city, and that the 
city could not.use the county to 


apply for Urban Development 
Action Grants if the city ided 
to pull out. 

“There is no HUD require- 
ment that grantees hire outside 
agencies to provide fair housi 
counseling as stated (in the 
county’s letter to the city),’’ said 
Wilson. He said the city could 
simply verify that fair housing is 
being furthered by the city. 

“The county could apply for 
UDSG: on behalf of the city with- 
out a ... cooperation agreement 
in effect,” Wilson said. 

Jouett’ had" ‘said in the letter 
that administration of a city-run 
program might be too costly for 
the city, in part because of the 
counseling requirement. 

The letter offered the city a 
grant of about 60 Percent of 
what the city is entitled to in 
federal Community Development 
funds. The city has generally 
received less than its entitlement 
by the county. So far this year,

Jouett said the county will 
allow Alton six months to decide 
which offer to accept. Whichever 
it takes, the county will cover all 
administration costs and provide 
special help to the city in devel- 
oping programs, she said. 

Alton had threatened to pull 
out of the county CD Sgency- If 
it had, the city would have 
eligible for up to $1 million in 
federal CD funds. However, 
Alton would have had to assume 
the administrative costs of about 
$200,000, netting the city about 
$800,000 yearly. The city now 
gets about $100,000 annually. 

Alton’s threatened action could 
have forced the disbanding of 
the regional CD agency. 

Under -federal regulations, a 
county CD agency must serve at 
least 200,000 people.
